WHAT IS PATRIOTISM? 

Ia thana dajaof flowary oam|Mii|pi apcoehaa wa kear a graat deal 
about the sturdy patriot, aad about patriotism, but too often 
the man who talks almut Iheae thing* ia trying to cover with a great 
uaiii*' suMie iiiiwoitliv artioii o\ |><>!ioy wkioh be wishes to put thru 
IxH'ttiiKi- <jf HeU inlci>-nt, Hti<i Hoiiietimea ha uaeait to ooacoal an appeal 
to Huuie unworthy iiioti\e in tbu hearts of hia haaran. It ia worth a 
little time for any man who wanta to be a good eitiaeB and a patriot 
toatopoaoain a whila and see what patriots and patriotiam really 
ara, ao that ha aaa aiaa np tha appeala made by tha politioiao, and 



not ba Ibolad by tka laa and gloaay language wbiab tl» "spell bio- 
dar" loraa to um to bafoddle the parala. 

Waall brieve io patriotism, ana there is far too much iiklihood 
that wa will hiive a tfMil>*ncv to take aonieont' i lh^-'H f< i wIihI 

patriotiam is. Noonti liken to be fooled, kuiI the way tn |ii event that 
ia to know what we are talking about. If every one remeiibered 
what patriotism really meant, half tha dieliuut^st schemes which ara 
put tliroiiKli l>y politiciaaa would Ikil* 

Tha word patriotkHB aoosas ffu« tha old Latin word "patria," 
wkioh Hi aaaa f ai h a rt aa d , or laad of ooa'a birth, and patriotism maana 
of course, tha lova of that "patria," and devotion to its interesU. 
Simpio, isn't itT And yet how often men will tr^ to twist that sim- 
ple uifo.uing into nomethiug else for tlieir own benefit! 

I'alriotism simply- nieaiiH that one [iuIh the good of bis country 
alK>ve his own good. That in eiisy to keep track of. When a man 
would rather have a benefit for himself than for hia aouatry, he has 
oeased to be patriotic and baooaia aelfiah. Whaa a man would lather 
gri'kify a apito tkaa kava tka good of kia aoaatiy ka kaa aaaaad to be 
patriotic, or arhaa k« arill let igaoraaea, or tha faitawa to of avaa his 
own atate, or even hia own party stand in the way of the intereata of 
hia country, he is not pstriotic, for patriotism means putting the wel 
fare of the whole country first of all. 

So, when a iniin Ih heard urging some fellow to Htand by the party, 
tho it ia wrong, fii Uih aaka ofpatriotlNui" w« know that tha orator 
doaa not know what patriotiam ia, or, if hw ia an edueatad parson, 
that he haa enough oontompt for kia kaanta to tkiak ka aaa fool them 
aa to what patoiotiaai ia. Bvary aaa kaa tka right to daoida for 
kitoaalf, If ka doaa it hoaaatly, wkat ia beat for kia ooootry, bat when 
anything elsf than such a careful deciaion followed by willing efTort. 
ia called (MitriotiHin, tbero is Noiiiething wrong. .\gain when a 
ninn inakeN a dei-lHion, Inil is afraid to tell it. lie<HU)-e tie thinkH it 
will lotie votee or for any other reason, be may be a gocxl (lolitician, 
but he is a mighty poor patriot. Don't forget that there is junt one 
queation tlint a raal patriot will aak about aay public matter. Ha 
will aay, "Wkat ia baat for my country r aad wbaa kadaoMa*. ka 
will go aad do tkat tkia|. 

Of course this ia a ma oouotry, and a man ia not ondar any 
compulsion to i)e a patriot. He niHv sell his liirthright for anything 
be can get if lie nantH to; be may lietiay tlie intorestH of the land that 
gave biw birtb for tbe aake of a few ilollarH or a little oHice if he 
wiahea; he may blackeu bis soul with cowardice or treason or seltisb- 
nana if ha wanta to. There are thouaanda of men who do all these 
tkiaga ovary day. But ia tha aaaia of our great oountry, do not let 
aaoh a aaa aoil tke aama oi patriotiam by paaaiag it tkru kia mouth. 
Baeh a man is not fit to clean the shoes of a raal patriot— aack a man 
man may be a giMxl parly man, or a good atoto maa, or a good keen 
bargainer, or he may look out for hinself adgktj wdl, bat ba ia the 
farthest possiliie from lieing a patriot. 

Patriotism means putting the interests of your t-ountry Ijefore 
any thing else. It means just that, aud nothing more nor less. 
That ia a simple test to apply to any public proposition, aud if we 
voton of tkia oouotry everywhero would only •ppiy it there would 
ba a aaw aad glorioua day dawn for our oountry ngkt away, aad the 
bombast snd rot and falsehood and oorruption would alink away out 
of our public life, and we ahould be really tbe free people wa ara 
supposed to be. But wa aaaaot dava raailj food fovamamat till 
that liappena.
